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LETTER  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN 


CITIZENS: 

During  1995  the  Selectboard  finalized  the  paperwork  with  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  to  build  a  new  bridge  on  Dewey  Hill 
Road  over  Crystal  Falls.  This  will  take  place  during  the 
summer  and  fall  of  1996.  We  have  had  a  new  bridge  added 
to  the  State  "Red  List".  The  Covered  Bridge  has  been  added 
to  the  Paris  Road  and  Leighton  Meadow  bridge  as  in  dire  need 
of  repairs.  We  will  need  to  put  money  into  our  Capital 
Reserve-Bridge  Account  for  these  repairs.  The  new  bridge 
over  Crystal  Falls  will  be  built  as  a  Municipal  Managed 
Bridge  Project,  thus   saving  the  Town  a  great  deal  of  money. 

The  property  tax  valuation  lawsuit  against  the  Town  was 
settled  out  of  court  and  our  legal  expenses  should  be  back 
to  normal  for  1996. 

The  Northside  Road  project  was  completed  and  paved.  A 
portion  of  the  Percy  Road  was  shimmed  with  material  left 
over  from  that  project.  We  plan  on  starting  a  new  road 
project  this  summer  and  to  keep  up  with  our  new  road  sealing 
program. 

The   Veterans  Monument  was  erected  in  the   Village   Cemetery 
and  dedicated  on  November  11,  1995,  Veterans  Day.   This   was 
accomplished   through   funds   provided   equally   with  Stark 
Improvement  Fund. 

A  septic  system  and  well  were  installed  at  the  Town   Garage. 
We   hope  to  complete  this  project  during  1996.   A  new   waste 
oil  furnace  was  installed  in  the  garage.   This  was  partially 
funded   by  a  Grant  from  the  State  for  improvements   made  at 
the   Transfer   Station.    Our   thanks  to   Victor   Spaulding 
for  submitting  the  application. 

We  have  initiated  a  Safety  Program  in  accordance  with 
workmans  compensation  guidelines.  This  will  ensure  that  our 
rates  stay  down  and  that  our  employees  will  work  safely  and 
in  a  safer  environment.

Members  of  the  Board: 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Stark,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1994  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control 
structure  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to 
provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  the  following 
conditions  that  should  be  corrected  in  order  to  strengthen 
internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency.   This  letter  does  not 
affect  our  report  dated  June  14,  1995  on  the  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Stark,  New  Hampshire. 

Our  following  remarks  are  being  made  in  the  hope  that  they 
will  improve  existing  procedures  and  are  in  no  way  a  criticism  of 
Town  personnel. 

1.   C.D.B.G.  Loan  Fund  Repayment 

Payments  against  loans  owed  to  the  C.D.B.G.  Loan  Fund  are 
being  credited  fully  against  principal  with  no  interest 
charged . 

Recommendation 

Interest  should  be  computed  on  all  loans  according  to 

original  loan  agreement. 

2.   Disbursement  Procedures 

Currently,  the  Selectmen  review  the  invoice  and  approve 
the  disbursement.  However,  they  do  not  indicate  on  the 
invoice  their  approval. 
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Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Stark 

Recommendation 

The  Town  should  prepare  a  manifest  utilizing  the  check 
register  and  attach  the  supporting  documents  to  the  manifest 
so  that  the  Selectmen  can  review  and  indicate  their  approval 
of  the  payment  by  signing  the  document. 

3.  Internal  Control  Over  General  Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  needs  to  maintain  effective  control  over  and 
accountability  for  all  fixed  assets,  and  have  a  physical 
inventory  of  fixed  assets. 

Recommendation 

1)  All  departments  should  develop  a  complete  listing  of 
fixed'  assets  including  information  regarding  cost,  date  of 
acquisition,  condition,  and  other  pertinent  information. 

2)  Town  officials  should  be  designated  to  perform  periodic 
inventory  checks  to  ascertain  that  the  items  are  properly 

accounted  for  and  adequately  safeguarded. 

4.  Tax  Collector's  Records 

(a)  Some  differences  were  noted  between  the  taxes 
committed  per  the  Tax  Collector's  computer  and  the  warrant 
signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  between  the  abatements  per  the 
computer  and  the  abatements  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

Recommendation 

The  Tax  Collector  should  keep  a  file  of  all  warrants  and 
abatements  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  perform  a 
reconciliation  between  them  and  her  computer  reports  on  a 
regular  basis. 

(b)  The  Tax  Collector  keeps  a  manual  cash  receipts  journal 
in  addition  to  her  computerised  records  but  does  not 
reconcile  the  two. 

Recommendation 

The  Tax  Collector  should  reconcile  her  cash  receipts  per 

computer  with  her  manual  records  on  a  regular  basis. 

(c)  Currently,  a  discount  is  applied  to  all  real  estate  tax 
bills  paid  within  a  specified  period  of  time.   While  this 
procedure  is  allowed  under  state  law,  it  greatly  increases 
the  complexity  of  the  tax  collector's  job  while 
significantly  reducing  internal  controls.   It  also 
complicates  the  budgeting  process  as  discounts  taken  are 
difficult  to  forecast. 

Any  change  in  the  discount  policy  would  have  to  be  voted 
on  by  the  residents  of  the  Town.

Upon  returning  to  SAU  #58,  one  of  the  first  changes  I  noticed 
was  the  improvement  in  the  Stark  Village  School.   The  addition  to 
the  school  created  a  facility  for  the  town  to  be  proud  of  and 
which  provides  a  much  better  learning  environment  for  the 
students . 

I  have  also  been  impressed  by  the  work  of  the  "Volunteers  for 
Kids".   Many  school  districts  have  volunteer  programs,  but  the 
program  in  Stark  gives  many  more  hours  of  time  than  would  be 
expected  for  a  town  of  this  size.

The  staff  and  community  volunteers  are 
currently  gathering  information  from  the  community  and  students, 
and  are  reviewing  current  practices  in  order  to  develop  this  plan. 

Stark  has  a  new  principal,  Mr.  Charles  Witters,  who  has  fit  in 
well  with  the  rest  of  the  staff.   I  have  enjoyed  visiting  the 
Stark  Village  School  this  year.   I  find  that  a  caring  and  friendly 
atmosphere  has  been  created  by  the  staff,  students,  and  community.
